WASHINGTON, Jan. 4——(AP)—A White Book issued 
by the United States state department Saturday night dis- 
closed that Ambassador Joseph C. Grew cabled from Tokyo 


Jan. 27, 1941, that the Japan

The Grew cableoram was one 
of a series of wernings dating 
back to 1932 ana growing pro- 
gressively urgent in the subse- 
quent years unti: on Nov. 29, 
1941 State Secretary Cordell 
Hull told the British ambassador, 
Viscount Halifax, that “the diplo- 
matic part of sur relations with 
Japan was virtually over and 
that the matter will now go to 
the officials of the army and 
navy” 


Moreover, the White Book re- 
ported Hull said it would be a 
“serious mistake for our country 


and other countries interested in 
the Pacific situation to make plans 
of resistance without including the 
possibility that Japan may move 
suddenly and with every possible 
element of surprise and spread out 
over considerable areas and cap- 
ture certain positions and posts be 
fore the peaceful countries inter 


ested in the Pacific would have 
time to confer and formulate 
plans.” 

The references to the Grew 


cablegram and Hull's conversation 
were contained in the 144-page 
book entitled “Peace and War— 
United States Foreign Policy 1951- 


1941.” A foreword to the document 
said: 
WORLD DOMINATION 

“The fateful decade, 1931-1941, 


begar and ended with acts of vio- 
lence by Japan. It was marked by 
the ruthless development of a de- 
termined policy of world domina- 
tion on the part of Japan. Ger- 
many and Italy.” 

Accerdingly, the

joint statement invoking the nine-

A few months later 
Grew called Stimson’s attention 
the growing animosity in Japa 
ward “foreign nations in general 
and the United States in pa 
lar.” and “stated that the Ja 
military machine had been il 
for war,’ felt prepared for war, and 
would ‘welcome war’; that 
never yet been beaten and possess- 
ed unlimited self-confidence.” 

On Dec. 27, 1934, Grew “reported 
that things were being constz 
said-and written in Japan 
effect that Japan's destiny was 
subjugate and rule the world.” and 
“declared it would be ‘criminally 
shortsighted” to discard from cal- 
culations the possibility of eventu- 
al war with Japan.” 

Three years later the United 
States gunboat Panay was 
bombed by Japanese in Chinese 
waters, but Japan apologized, 
and American attention turned 
back to domestic affairs and the 
growing threat of a war in 
Europe. With the actual outbreak 
of war, and the subsequent catas- 
trophic events of 1940, Europe 
dominiated the foreign scene and 
the question ef aid for Britain 
dominated affairs at home. 

But in September, 1940, the 
threat of war with Japan again‘ 
flashed briefly across the horizon 
when Tokyo signed the Tripartite 
Pact with Rome and Berlin aimed 
directly at the United States. 

The White Book records that 
three days after the signing of this 
pact Secretary Hull, in a conversa 
tion with the British ambassador 
characterized the tripartite pact as 
“Hitler's effort to divert attention 
from his failure to invade Great 
Britain -nd to preserve his pres- 
tige by a sensational announce- 
ment of something that already ex- 
isted.” 


BEHIND BRITAIN 


In the same interview Hull “em- 
phasized to the ambassador that 
the special desire of this govern. 
ment was to see Great Britain suc- 
ceed in the war, and that its acts 
and utterances with respect to the 
Pacific area would be more or less 
affected by the question what

Meanwhile. Grew was cabling 
from Tokyo that German victories, 
“like strong wine,’ had intoxicated 
Japan with dreams of a “golden op- 
portunity.” 

Then on Jan. 27, 1941, Grew 
informed the State Department 
of “Reports from many sources, 
including a Japanese source, that 
Japanese military forces planned 
a surprise mass attack at Pear! 
Harbor in case of ‘trouble’ with 
the United States.” 

Soon thereafter the new Japanese 
ambassador, Admiral Kichisaburo 
Nomura, presented his credentials 
to President Roosevelt, and efforts 
were begun to persuade the Jap- 
anese that their real opportunity 
lay in collaborating with Britain 
and the United States against the 
German menace. In a conversation 
with Nomura, Hull said that “unless 
the civilization of the world was to 
run the great risk of teing de- 
stroyed by Hitler. the united efforts 
of nations like Japan, the United 
States and Great Britain would be 
required to shape the course of the 
world in a different direction.” 
SERIOUS PROBLEM 

Germany invaded Russia in June 
1941, and in July the Japanese 
moved troops into southern Indo- 
China. On July 24 President Roose- 
velt received Nomura and told him 
the new move by Japan in Indo- 
China created an exceedingly seri- 
ous problem for the United States 
He proposed neutralization of Indo- 
China by international agreement 
The White Book continues 

“The president then said that 
was believed in the United States 
that such policies as Japan was pur- 
suing were due to German pressure 
upon Japan: that the Japanese gov 
ernment did understand as 
clearly as we that Hitler was bent 
upon world domination; that if 
Germany succeeded in defeating 
Russia and dominating Europe and 
Africa. Germany thereafter would 
turn her attention to the Far East 
and to the western hemisphere; and 
that was entirely possible that, 
after some years the navies of 
Japan and of the United States 
would be co-operating against Hit-

United States bombers went back to 
Wake Island to commemorate the heroic 
defence made there a year ago by a party 
of 400 Marines against enemy forces ten 
times their number. 

The raiders made the occasion memor- 
able. They showered the Japanese positions 
with 76,000 pounds of bombs, wrecked the 
installations, killed perhaps half the garri- 
son, and got back to base without losing 
a plane or a man. 

The bombers were of the heavy type, 
and there were more of them than ever 
before used in an operation in the Pacific. 
Planes of that kind cannot be launched 
from carriers. They take off and alight on 
land runways. Where the base is located 
from which this flight took off for Wake 
Island is one of the things Tokyo would 
no doubt like to know. 

Wherever it is, it is apparently within 
suitable range of the island, from which 
further and perhaps frequent visits may 
be anticipated. y 


Congratulations 


The names of more than 400 Canadians 
appear in the New Year's list of those 
receiving honors from the King. All the 
awards are of a military nature. They were 
earned the hard way, by going wherever 
duty called and doing the job well. 

These honors are symbolic, as well as 
personal. Not all those who deserve recog- 
nition can be included in such a list; the 
number would be so large as to lessen the 
significance of the mark. That so many 
awards weye given reflects the high stand- 
ard of fidelity and efficiency attained in 
our fighting forces generally. 

None of the decorations awarded to 
Canadians carries a title, as this would be 
at variance with the revised policy adopted 
by the House of Commons at last session. 
They do however bring to Canada decora- 
tions in orders of chivalry which were 
barred under the anti-title resolution of 
1919. In two of these orders the higher 
ranks involve titles. 

Congratulations to the recipients of 
these honors will] be heart-felt and nation- 


wide. The presentations confirm the con- 
fidence of Canadians everywhere that our 
men have not failed and will not fail in 


any branch of the service or in any theatre. 
There will be many more such awards 
earned and received as the fight goes on. 
Of that we may be sure.

Utility Earnings 


During tie firsi eleven months of last 
year Edmonton’s utility enterprises col- 


lected $436,736 more revenue than in the 
corresponding period of 1941. More tele- 
phones in use, more light and water 
used, more street railway tickets bought, 
account for the gain, due of course to in- 
creased population and other wartime con- 
ditions. 

Expenses were up $269,384, tax pay- 
ments nearly $19,000. Capital charges 
were about $7,000 less than 1941, but 
$190,731 more was placed in the reserve 
fund to meet the cost of renewals of pro- 
perty. Net profits showed a decrease of 
nearly $25,000, but taxes and net profits 
together fell only $5,821 below the former 
year’s figures. 

These sums turned into the city treas- 
ury amount to 17.6 mills on the current as- 
Sessment of city property. The tax 
in 1942 was 51!% mills. But for } 
tributions from the utilities the rate would 
have to be 69.1 mills to profluce the same 
amount of revenue. 

The street railway naturally shows the 
largest direct result from wartime 
changes. The deficit of the system 
eleven-month period dropped to $23,636, 
from the former figure of $44,150. Thé 
betterment is quite sufficient to justify th: 
action of council in refusing to the 
fare, as proposed earlier in the 5 And 
sufficient to give hope that in 1943 the 
atreet railway finences may get out of tl 
red altogether.

Getting Control 


“Weather permitting” is a meaningful 
phrase in northern Tunisia. It hasn't per- 
mitted much in the way of ground fighting 
for two weeks, and only occasional bursts 
of aertal combat. 

But Washington reports that the Allied 
airmen have had decidedly the better of 

| such air fighting as the downpour allowed. 
They have shot down 305 enemy planes, 
while losing 121 of their own. These ex- 
changes were more or less incidental to 

| heavy bombing raids on Bizerte, Tunis, 
Sfax and Sousse, the shooting-up of loco- 
motives, and the blasting of transports, 
Sea-borne and aerial. 

The Allied forces evidently ran into 
more hostile air power than they expected 
in Tunisia.

Communism 
Yet the basic aims of commun- 
ism, te achieve an economically 


egalitarian and just society, are 
more compatible with the Christian 
idea than are aims of Naziism, as is 
the universalism of communism 
more compatible than the total na- 
tionalism of the Hitler concept, 
The communist movement is full 
of frustrated Christians as well as 
frustrated Jews, who have failed 
in harmonizing their religious 
ideals with the realities of human 
society. Communism has a_ uni- 
versal ethos, . even though it 
teaches the dominance of the ma- 
terialistic—as does in practice, 
capitalism, Naziism denies the 
very idea of a universal ethos. It 
is not atheistic; it is pagan. 

The crisis of Christianity arises 
out of failure to make the re- 
ligious ideal the main spring of 
personal, communal! and interna- 
tional life. Christianity is not a 
powerful ferment in human = s0o- 
ciety. The church is a conservative 
influence, in the sense that con- 
servatism supports a status quo, 
It is not even conservative in the 
sense that it actively operates to 
conserve mankind from the chaos 
resulting from predatory national- 
ism, predatory capitalism, and 
predatory laborism, creating a 
stable community based upon a liv- 
ing ethos. Yet the whole of our 
civilization is sick for a _ living 
ethos. Its experiments and adjust- 
ments fail for tae lack of an inte- 
grating faith. Given a living faith 
and an integrating ethos even 
faulty measures would save us. 


They will always be faulty, for 
man is of fallible mind, and there 
is much evil in him. But a society 
that, in the main currents of its 
life has no strong imperatives of 
good and evil, whose sense of sin 
is largely confined to sexual mores, 
and-in which no vital faith burns 
brightly throughout all its parts, 
cannot bring order out of chaos 
with even the most brilliant 
formulas 

The Christian icea, like Mary 
with her unborn child is homeless 
in the modern world. It will find 
its new home, and build its appro- 
priate institutions, if democracy, 
to which it gave birth is not to 
perish. But those institutions can- 
not be confined io cathedrals. They 
must be economic, political, social, 
and international.

The thing to do is face your fin 
ances squarely and see how far 
you can stretch them, to include

Bits. 

Major item in your budget is the 
rent. Here you can manage to save 
although with difficulty and some 


times only through drastic changes 
If you find youfself with a lease on 
an apartment for which you pay 
less than eighty dollars a month 
your landlord cannot dispossess 
you or seize your furniture for the 
rent without permission from a 
court to grant an eviction within 
three months. Of course if you can 
continue to pay the rent even with 
your husband in service you are 
liable to do so if you stay on. But 
if you like you can break the lease 
without either you or your husband 
incurring responsibility.

If you have a home of your own 
it is advisable to see a lawyer or 
go to one of the free Legal Aid 
organizations to straighten you ou! 
because real estate agreements aré 
complicated for the layman to 
understand. The national office of 
the Legal Aid is at 11 Park Place 
New York City, and you can write 
there for information. One thing t 
remember is that if you signed the 
agreement of sale or mortgage on 
your house before October 17, 1940 
you get protection under the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief Ac‘ 
That means that the court can hoid 
up a suit for foreclosure on your 
mortgage until not later than three 
months after the end of your hus- 
band's inilitary service. Of course 
the court may also make any other 
disposition of the case which pro 
tects the interests of both parties 
but if it is clearly shown that you 
cannot keep up payments because 
of your husband's service, the law 
is on your side. 

Whether you can get out of a 
lease or a mortgage or not, or whe- 
ther you can make an arrangement 
to lower the rent, don’t forget it 
costs money to move. And you'll 
find you need almost as much space 
without your husband as you need- 
ed with him at home.

OTTAWA, Jan, 4—(CP)—Na- 
tional Parks Bureau officials ves- 
terday ventured a swift glance 
into the future and predicted the 
$100,000,000 Canadian tourist in- 
dustry will come back with a 
bang when the war is done. 
They listed these reasons: 
1—Canadian tourist attractions 
have been undamaged by war. In 
some ways they have been im- 
proved. The military road to 
Alaska through northern British 
Columbia and the Yukon will be a 
choice tourist lure when military 
needs disappear. 
2—Members of the Canadian 
and United States armed forces 
have seen some of Canada’s scenic 
beauties while on duty, They will 
want to take their families with 
them when they pay a return call 

én civilian clothes 

3—Even in 1941, in the midst of 
war restrictions and travel dif- 
ficulties, 442,157 persons visited the 
national parks between April 1 and 
Oct. 31, and stayed longer than 
ever before While the pre-war 
traveller stayed two or three days 
the 1942 tourist, with gasoline re- 

strictions in mind, stayed two or 
three weeks. 

More than 409,000 persons reg- 
istered at the parks in 1942, 45 
per cent of 1941, 

Thousands of tourists who enter 
Canada do not go to the parks. In 
1941, the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics estimated 13,968,088 tour- 
ists came to Canada from ‘ae 
United States. against 13,592,429 in 
1940. The 1941 visitors spent. an 
estimated $104,000,000 against $95,- 
000,000 in 1940.

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Waste Endangers 
Our Food Supply 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 

If every one of America’s 35,000 
000 families throws away just one 
cup of food a day, 8,000 tons oF 
about 200 freight cars full of food 
would be wasted 

To do your part in combating 
waste, start being careful at the 
purchasing point. Do not buy food 
you cannot use advantageously at 
once, Vitamin values fade fast after 
vegetables are gathered, Purchase 
fresh foods in season in your local- 
ity and save on your budget 

Store perishable foods in the re- 
frigerator or a cold place, as soon 
as you get them home 

When you cook your food, save 
vitamin values—don't drown your 
vegetables in a lot of water, then 
pour off that valuable vitamin- 
filied liquid down the sink. Put 
vegetables on in a small amount of 
rapidly boiling water. Cook quickly 
until just tender. Save the liquid 
left to use in soups, sauces, gravics. | 
Cook meat at a low temperature | 
to save shrinkage. 

Serve food as soon as possible 
after cooking. Store left-over food 
immediately after the meal, with an 
eye upon its quick future use; 
small portions of food have an un- 
feanny habit of hiding in the re- 
| frigerator. 

Remember that cooked meat 
/needs the same storage as uncook- 
ed. Cover it lightly with waxed 
|paper before putting into the re- 
frigerator. Vegetables should al- 
ways be @Govered before putting 
| into the refrigerator.

1942 Brought 
Sacrifices to 
Great Britain 


By WILLIAM STEWART 


LONDON, Jan. 4 CP)—Britain 
was wearing the sackcloth of aus- 
terity as she entered 1943. It was 
a case of austere living or a hob- 
bled war effort. The government's 
decision that austerity must be the 
rule was willingly accepted by the 
population 

By peace-time standards, Britain 
was a strange land by the end of 
1942 Women performed every 
conceivable kind of job, The popu- 
lations of neighboring villages vied 
for the honor of greater sacrifice of 
luxury and thus greater contribu- 
tion perhaps to the nation’s salvage 
bins or to a war savings drive. 

A shebby overcoat became a gar- 
ment of distinction and a cold 
home became a patriotic home. 

Until the start of the year re- 
strictions upon civilian life had 
been mild compared with those of 
Germany, for example. However, 
month by month, new restrictions 
followed one upon the other in a 


long parade and the term “aus- 
terity” became a by-word. 
GOVERNMENT ORDERS 

The government issued orders 


for such war economies as simpler 
and fewer clothes, suspension of 
unessential and “luxury” produc- 
tion and limiting of restaurant 
meals 

It became a punishable offence 
fo burr or destroy waste paper 
Civilian coal supplies were reduced 
and private motoring disappeared. 

More passenger trains were re- 
moved from service. There were 
new restrictions on newsprint and 
readers found themselves sharing 
their newspapers. The people 
were urged to spend stay-at-home 
holidays and those who ignored the 
suggestion found crowded, uncom- 
fortable travel hardly worthwhile. 

These are but a few items in 
Britain’s diary of austerity. But if 
it was by such a series of care- 
fully-considered government  or- 
ders that life became austere, in 
press and 


many cases clamor of 
public guided the government's 
hand. 


TO HELP RUSSIA 

Russia’s desperate fight and her 
sacrifices served as a constant re- 
minder that no matter how austere 
life became it was well worth it if 
a strengthened war effort helped 
relieve Britain's struggling ally 

Britain’s press echoed public con- 
cern over Russia's plight and when 
the government announced that 
less coal would be available for 
homes, the press merely remarked: 
“Stalingrad’s defenders perhaps 
have no coal at all.” 

When the last budget doubled 
the purchase tax on luxury articles 
bringing it up to 66 2-3 per cent 
barely an eyebrow lifted, The en- 
tertainment tax was doubled, the 
tobacco duty went up, the tax on 
spirits increased, All were accepted 
as necessities 

The only result of an increase in 
the tax on beer—the poor mans 
food—by the equivalent of four 
cents a pint was that the poor man 
paid four cents more and uttered 
another curse upon Hitler 

More civilians went willingly into 
the services into war industry 
The nation brought in a record har- 
vest with the help of city folk who 
worked away their week-ends in 
the fields, But the big per- 
mitted a reduction in food imports

OTTAWA, Jan 4 CP) 
ada’s Indians, women and men, are 
healthier, wealthier, and even 
wiser, than when Hitler moved into 
Poland and the war has had some- 
thing to do with it. Indian Affairs 
branch spokesmen saic quoting 
figuses to prove their point 
Dr. H. W. MacGill, director of the 
branch, said the war has put money 
into the Indians’ pockets. More In- 
dians than ever before are working 
land putting the cash they earn into 
proper food and clothing for their 
families. Up to the end of October 
1,610 Indians had enlisted in the 
armed services and their wives and

children are benefitting from de- 
pendents’ allowances 
“More than 50 per cent of able 


bodied Indian men and women are 


employed in war industries, work 
ing on farms or in the services 
said R. A. Hoey, superintendent of 
welfare and training. Far fewer 
require governmen! relief than in 
1937 when the depression among 
Indians was at its peak. In 1937 
more than $1,055,000 was spent on 
direct unemploymen: relief for the 
Indians of Canada in 1941, only 
$707,000 was needed 
MORE SANITARIA 

Dr. PE. Moore, acting superin- 


tendent of Indian Medical Services, 


and his associates, have been bat 
tling tuberculosis, the eye disease 
trachoma, and malnutrition, and

Shot Down Over 
British Isles 


| LONDON, Jan, 4-(CP)—Royal 
Air Force fighter command 
pilots, including R.C.A.F, squad- 
rons, and anti-aircraft fire de- 
stroyed 738 enemy planes over 
the British Isles and the continent 
during 1942, it was announced 
| yesterday. 
The air ministry news service 
\said that as in the preceding two 
years the fighter command main- 
tained the balance of losses in its 
\favor although most of its actions 
;}were over enemy-held territory. 
| It lost 593 planes, but the pilots of 
|49 of the machines were saved and 
|many others bailed out and are be- 
|lieved to be prisoners. 
|GERMAN LOSSES 

German losses, equivalent to 62 
| squadrons, included 443-planes shot 
{down on the enemy’s side of the 
| channel, the report said. Over Eng- 
land, 118 enemy planes were shot 
down during daylight hours and 177 
during night raids. 


The latest figures brought to 
10,573 the number of enemy air- 
jcraft Britain has destroyed in 


Europe and the Middle East since 
the war started 

Scores for the Far Eastern opera- 
tions and by American forces were 
jnot included in the report 


Discussing operations in Eur- 
ope, the air ministry said the 
enemy's air casualties were siight- 
ly less in 1942 than in 1941 de- 
spite the increased weigh! of the 
Allied offensive because ‘The 
Germans showed a marked re- 
luctance’to engage our formations 
unless holding tactical or num- 
erical superiority” and because 
many of the raids lately hao con- 
centrated on ground targets 
“The Luftwaffe's shyness 91 battle 

helped our daylight bombers to 
penetrate deeper inio enemy ter- 
ritory in 1942 than ever peture.” 
the report said. “Fly &° Fortrese*s 
and other heavily armored homb-

LONDON, Jan. 4.—(AP)—Sir William Beveridge, Brit- 
ain’s white-haired knight in blue serge who is jousting with 
the dragon of poverty, put his fingertips professorially to- 
gether and remarked that instead of ending one evil he seems 
to have stirred up another one, 


“1 started out against the five 
great evils on the road to recon- 
struction,” he said, “and now 
there are six — want, disease, 
squalor, ignorance, idleness and 
+». beveridge mail.” 

His two-volume, 300,000-word re- 
port on a $3,000,000,000-a-year post- 
war social security plan including 
national pensions and medical care 
for everybody has created such an 
intermational sensation and flood of 
mail that he is unable to count his 
letters—let alone find out what 

they say about his scheme, 


MUCH PRAISE 

Publicily, though, nearly evwry- 
body except his commercial com- 
petitors in the social security line 

insurance companies—have prais- 
ed it at least in principle. 

Whether Britain can finance the 
scheme will be the subject of one 
of parliament's hottest home affairs 
arguments of 1943. 

Debate on the question of enact- 
ing the plan into law is tentatively 
scheduled for eariy in the year 
Meanwhile, both Sir William and 
his report are enjoying a holiday 
honeymoon 

Liberal and Cabor parties and 
the Trades Union Congress have 
endorsed the report in principle 
while the strong 1922 committee 
of the Conservative party at least 
has not condemned it. 

The best bet in politicai quarters 
is that some sort of post-war social 
scheme will be enacted 
but just how much of his plan will 
emerge intact from the legislative 
processes is debatable. Public re- 
ception to the plan both at home
